Frankfort, Ky., September 30.—(/> 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
by suspending the 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in cargo coal rates proposed 
carriers serving the coal fields of Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, Virginia and 
Tennessee, is striving to extend great- 
er freight rate advantages to favored 
shippers. Governor W. J. Fields said 
in a letter to governors of five north- 
western states today. 

The commission was created by con- 
gress “for the purpose of protecting 
the consumers of the nation,” Gover- 
nor Fields said. “Rebating was out- 
lawed by congress ... but rebating 
in its most malignant form was not 
more reprehensible than the action of 
a governmental rat tribunal that 
seeks to give freight rate advantages 
to one district in order to exclude the 
products of another district from the 
markets, thereby leating the consumer 
at the mercy of the favored districts.” 

The letter was addressed to Gover- 
nors Green, of Michigan: Zimmer- 
man, of Wisconsin; Christianson, of 
Minnesota; Sorlie, of North Dakota, 
and Bulow, of South Dakota. It stat- 
ed that consumers in those states 
would suffer a loss of from five to 
six million dollars annually should the 
reduced: rates be ordered cancelled, 
and requested the states to join with 
the southern coal states in opposing 
the cancellation before the commis- 
sion 

The railroads ordered a 20 per cent 
reduction after the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission had granted the 
Pennsylvania fields a similar differ- 
ential on cargo coal. The commis- 
sion suspended the lower rates pend- 
ing a-hearing.

50.—(United News.)—Two hundred 
and fifty members of the American 
Legion, with their wives and Jami- 
lies, were welcomed here today by gov- 
ernment officials and were tendered 
a banquet tonight.

SWITH IN SPEECH 


Rochester, N. Y¥., September 50.— 
(?/)—For the first time in history 
“the shadow of Tammany lies athwart 
the white house” in the candidacy of 
Governor Alfred FE. Smith for the 


presidency, Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt declared today in his keynote ad- 
dress to the republican state conven- 
tion, 

He urged New York republicans to 
take the lead in a campaign to “dis- 
pel” that shadow asserting there was 
no sneh thing as “the new Tam- 
many.” 

With more than inference, Colonel 
Roosevelt cited Governor Smith—"‘the 
leader of the democratic party in this 
state (who) aspires to be the nominee 
of that party for the presidency”’— 
as the ally of the “same old” Tam- 
many. 

Judge Smith by Company. 

“A man must be judged by the 
company he keeps,” declared the tem- 
porary chairman, “and though we do 
not question the personal integrity of 
Governor Smith, he is sponsored and 
backed by Tammany Hall. Next to 
being corrupt yourself is tolerating it 
in your supporters. Tammany has 
lived too long by corruption to re- 
form.” 

References to President Coolidge’s 
administration bronght the convention 
to its feet in applause. 

The platform, adopted unanimously, 
made no reference to prohibition. At- 
tacks on Smith fiscal policies, his op- 
position to four-year terms for gover- 
nors and alleged delay in cleaning 
up current milk scandals, involving 
the health department, were the prin- 
cipal planks, 

By a vote of 992 to 7h. the con- 
vention concurred in the democratic 
nomination of Judge John F. O’Brien 
fo: the state court of appeals. At Al- 
hany vesterday Judge O'Brien re- 
ceived the democratic nomination, 

Attacks Fiseal Policy. 

Colonel Roosevelt attacked the 
Smith fiseal policy in the state by as- 
serting that had such a plicy heen 
carried out in Washington during the 
last seven years prosperity “would 
have erumbled in a year and bread 
lines would he standing where auto- 
mobiles are now parked.” 

“If there is sincerity in the gover- 
nors profession of friendship for the 
negroes of New York state,” Roose- 
velt said, “he should at. once publicly 
demand of his national party justice 
for the negroes of the south.’ 

“He will not do this,” Roosevelt 
added, “hecause he does not wish to 
offend the southern delegates whose 
votes at the present he wants.” 

Roosevelt charged that though the 
governor had taken a stand for a 
non-partisan judiciary, he had ap- 
pointed democrats to vacancies on the 
hench created hy death or resigna- 
'tions of republicans,

(Rr Leased Wire to The Constitution.) 

Chicago, September 30.—Character- 
izing the limitation of speed of automo- 
biles by arbitrary maximums as the 
height of foolishness, the police con- 
trol of traffic administration through- 
out the country as senseless and based 
on ignorance of the whole problem, 
John N. Mackall, chairman and chief 
engineer of the Maryland state road 
commission made a plea for the abol- 


‘ishment of speed limits, in the interest 


of safe motor traffic, before the Na- 
tional Safety council today. 

“It seems to me that a business of 
the magnitude of the motoring element 
of this country should have the sympa- 
thetie regulation it deserves,” he said. 
“It seems incredible that those charged 
with the regulations of this great..in- 
dustry should have made no study 


as to how. it can be most effectively, 
_efficiently or safely used. 


“Simply because in the natural 
operations of a business of this magni- 
tude fatalities will occur is no reason 
for the arbitrary curtailing of the 
whole industry. 
we hnve permitted to be brought about 


regulation of this traffic. 

“T do claim and think I can prove, 
there little or no relation be- 
tween speed limits and aecidents. On 
the other hand I think that it can be 
shown clearly that the reverse is true. 
I am not complaining at the original 
enactment of maximum allowable lim- 
its. When enacted the automobile was 
to some a source of pleasure—to nost 
a nuisance. It played no part in the 
industrial, commercial or social life 
of any community. If it were slowed 
up it made no great difference to any- 
one. It eaused no congestion and did 
not cause one vehicle to interfere with 
another. But I do complain that while 
we have developed the automobile from 
a nuisanee to a necessity we have 
nermitted without change these speed 
limits to be the guiding factor in the 
motor vehicle regulation.

Free tonight on a charge of murder, 


Mory Atkinson, 26-year-old trained 
nurse, accused the Rev, Thomas Mel- 
rose, Episcopal minister of Cleburne, 
Texas, and three Enid physicians of 
being responsible for her arrest on 
a charge of poisoning Mary Jane 
Lailey, daughter of the Rev. Charles 
Bailey, Episcopal rector here. 

David Foglesong, justite of the 
peace, sustained a demurrer to the 
state’s evidence attempting to show 
that the 18-year-old minister's dangh- 
ter had been poigoned, and released 
Miss Atkinson. 

In a signed statement the nurse 
said she held no ill will toward Dan 
Mitchell, county attorney, who filed 
the murder -charge against her three 
weeks ago on the basis of a chem- 
ist’s tentative report revealing the 
presence of poison in the girl’s viscera. 

Protesting her affection for the 
children of Bailey, her statement as- 
serted that “only an insane person 
could have been guilty of sich an 
atrocious crime.” 

She asserted that Melrose, who was 
a guest in the Bailey home at the 
time Mary Jane became ill early this 
month, turned suspicion toward her 
after the giri’s death and said that 
perhaps the authorities at the hospital 
where the girl died “thought they 
were rendering a public service in try- 
ing to create an impression that I was 
guilty.” Ihe statement named three 
staff physicians at the hospital, Drs. 
S. W. Mayberry, Pau! Champlin and 
W. L. Kendall. 

Advised of Miss Atkinson's accu- 
sation at his home in Cleburne, Mel- 
rose refused to diseuss the case. “[ 
know absolutely nothing about it,” the 
minister said. .

The market opened steady at a 
decline of 3 to 7 points and showed 
net losses of about 16 to 25 points 
in early trading under southern sell- 
ing and liquidation, promoted by a 
favorable view of the earlier weather 
reports and the relatively easy show- 
ing of Liverpool. 

Selling was checked by the fore- 
east for showery and cooler weather 
in the southwest, and the midday 
market firmed up. Trade buying on 
the early decline helped to absorb of- 
ferings and probably left prices a lit- 
tle more sensitive to buying orders 
jater. Much of the demand on the ad- 
vance was attributed to dovering or 
rebuving by recent sellers and demand 
of this character probably was stim- 
ulated by rumors of lower private 
crop figures, one of which was that 
a local authority would issue a re- 
port of slightly under © 13,000,000 
pales. 

Three private reports published dur- 
ing the day had little immediate ef- 
fect on the market. One, which ap- 
peared before the opening, made the 
condition 53, compared with 56.1 a
